ANNUAL  REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT  No.  1. 


The  first  term  was  taught  by  Miss  H.  Florence  Taylor, 
who  had  a  high  idea  of  what  a  school  should  be,  and  ability 
to  lead  her  pupils  in  a  delightful  way.  Her  mind  was 
fruitful  in  expedients  to  illustrate  common  matters,  and 
order  seemed  to  be  a  natural  consequence. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Annie  F.  Davis,  an 
energetic  person,  who  pushed  her  pupils  forward  as  fast  as 
they  could  go  and  do  thorough  work. 

DISTRICT  No.  2. 

Miss  Lillian  C.  George  began  the  first  term  before  she 
had  recovered  from  sickness.  It  was  evident  she  had  over- 
rated her  bodily  power.  The  school  closed  abruptly  incon- 
sequence of  her  lack  of  health.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that 
she  is  better. 

The  second  term  was  conducted  by  Miss  Hattie  A.  Tucker, 
who  brought  force  and  good  nature  to  bear  upon  her  work, 
and  continued  to  urge  her  pupils  forward,  so  that  consider- 
able progress  was  made. 

DISTRICT  No.  3. 

Miss  Sarah  P.  Webster  taught  the  three  terms  in  this 
Jistrict.     She  began  with  a  high  standard,  definite  and  ex- 
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act  knowledge  of  what  was  to  be  taught,  and  rare  tact  in 
teaching.  From  first  to  last  she  was  successful.  Such  a 
teacher  needs  no  superintending.  She  is  a  law  unto 
herself. 

DISTRICT  No.  4. 

This  school  for  two  terms  was  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Mabel  E.  McQuestion,  who  had  taught  it  several  terms  be- 
fore. The  knowledge  thus  gained  enabled  her  to  secure 
good  attendance,  and  her  prompt  and  active  exertions  se- 
cured a  good  measure  of  success. 

The  third  term  was  committed  to  Miss  May  E.  Philbrick. 
This  being  her  first  attempt,  was  marked  by  a  modest  be- 
ginning, and  an  advance  more  and  more  hopeful. 

DISTRICT  No.  5. 

Mrs.  Carrie  M.  Eastman,  teacher  for  both  terms,  came 
with  a  good  record  in  teaching  and  superintending  schools. 
Her  force  and  earnestness  produced  their  natural  results  ; 
order  reigned  and  very  commendable  advance  was  made. 

DISTRICT  No.  6. 

Miss  Ella  F.  Hanson  taught  both  terms.  She  has  had 
large  experience,  which  enables  her  to  avoid  some  evils  for- 
midable to  beginners.  Her  method  of  government  is  kind, 
gentle,  and  efficient.  The  advance  was  quite  marked,  es- 
pecially the  first  term. 

DISTRICT  No.  7. 

Miss  Minnie  E.  Bartlett  made  the  first  term  valuable  to 
her  pupils.  She  was  painstaking  and  considerate,  very  well 
fitted  for  her  work. 

Miss  Kate  T.  Clarke  conducted  the  second  term  in  a  quiet 
and  able  manner.  Thoughtful,  earnest,  devoted,  she 
wrought  steadily  and  with  excellent  results.  She  needed 
no  hints  from  the  committee. 
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DISTRICT  No.  8. 

Miss  Lula  G.  Plumtuer  came  to  the  first  term  of  this 
school  without  previous  experience  in  teaching.  Her  pupils 
were  orderly  and  studious  :  her  success  good. 

Miss  Hattie  A.  Platts  taught  the  secoud  term  with  larger 
pupils,  and  well  sustained  the  reputation  of  the  school. 
She  did  good  work. 

So  much  may  be  said  of  the  teachers  in  connection  with 
the  several  schools.  The  pupds  in  general  seemed  to  be 
in  sympathy  with  the  teachers  and  obedient  to  their  direc- 
tions. Many  were  studious  and  attentive,  an  honor  to  the 
town. 

The  ablest  teachers  study  the  characters  of  their  pupils. 
The  knowledge  thus  acquired  enables  them  to  meet  more 
nearly  the  needs  of  each  mind.  Parents  would  do  well  to 
co-operate  most  heartily,  to  become  well  acquainted  with 
those  who  teach  their  children,  and  to  know  how  many  lit- 
tle trials  enter  into  the  daily  work  of  the  school-room.  If 
parents  sometimes  find  a  single  family  of  children  too  much 
for  their  patience,  is  it  wonderful  that  teachers  with  all  the 
children  in  a  neighborhood  are  overtaxed  ?  Do  they  not 
have  nervous  and  weary  days  as  well  as  you  ?  Forbearance 
and  sympathy  would  lighten  the  arduous  work  of  instruc- 
tion, and  parents,  teachers,  and  pupils  would  be  happier 
and  better.
